2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. Following is the reason for allowance: 

US 6,469,347 to Oda et al discloses a first conductive type source/drain region 84 formed 
at the edges of spacers 10, a second conductive type punch stop layer 61 formed in a region 
between the first conductive type source/drain region, and a first conductive type source/drain 
extension region 82 occupying an extended region from the first conductive type source/drain 
region 84 to the both edges of a gate electrode 4 [Fig. 1 and cols. 5-6]. US 5,500,379 to Odake et 
al discloses a first conductive type region 4, 7 being adjoined to a source/drain region 3, 6 and 
contacted by a punch stop layer 5, 7 [Fig. 3a & 3b respectively]. None of the cited arts discloses, 
inter alia, a lightly-doped drain ( LDD^ region surrounding a source/drain extension region .
